I beg  to  present  my  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1920. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  1920  is  23,414,  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General. 

BIRTHS. 

544  registered^an  increase  of  75  on  1919.  Of  these  273  were  males, 
271  females.  There  were  21  illegitimate  births  registered. 

The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  is  23.19.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  25.4  and  for  London  26.5. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  381,  a decrease  of  127 

on  1919. 

191  were  males,  190  females.  Of  this  number  181  were  non-residents, 
the  remaining  200  constituting  the  actual  mortality  of  Dartford,  affording  a 
death  rate  of  8.54  per  thousand  of  the  population  as  compared  with  10.52  in 
1919.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.4. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Of  the  544  children  born  27  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  yielding  a 
mortality  rate  of  49.63  per  thousand  born. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  80  per  thousand 
births. 

There  were  11  still-born  births.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Dartford  is  chiefly  of  an  industrial  character  and 
is  situated  in  one  of  the  North-West  Kent  Valleys.  The  acreage  of  the 
district  is  4,242  statute  acres. 

The  old  town  and  the  main  industrial  area  are  situate  in  the  valley,  and 
the  newer,  chiefly  residential  areas,  on  the  rising  ground  to  the  East  and  West. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  River  Thames  and  the  River  Darent 
runs  through  the  centre  of  the  district. 

There  is  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  population  a large  institutional 
population  owing  to  the  following  institutions:  —

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  by  the  water  carriage  system  to  Long  Reach  and 
is  disposed  of  by  the  West  Kent  Main  Sewerage  Board. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

About  50  houses  are  not  connected  with  the  main  sewer  and  are  situated 
in  the  Rural  areas  of  the  district  where  there  is  no  main  sewer.  About  20 
use  earth  closets  and  the  remainder  drain  into  cesspools. 

Earth  closets  and  cesspools  are  cleansed  by  the  owners.

SCAVENGING. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  in  the  district  and  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  town  about  three  times  a week.  All  refuse  is  disposed 
of  in  a high  temperature  destructor. 

235  houses  have  brick  ash-bins  and  as  these  become  defective  they  are 
replaced  by  galvanised  iron  ashbins.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  SCARLET  FEVER, 

Most  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  the  houses  disinfected  by  either  sulphur  Di-oxide  or 
Formalin  Spray,  and  the  bedding  disinfected  by  steam. 

For  carrier  cases  the  Council  provide  Diphtheria  Vaccine  free  of  charge 
to  any  Medical  Practitioner  applying  for  it. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

This  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Laboratory,  Sessions 
House,  Maidstone. 
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It  would  be  very  advantageous  if  Medical  Practitioners  were  to  make  a 
freer  use  of  the  Bacteriological  aid  in  distinguishing  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria 
which  are  apt  to  be  overlooked.  • 

NOTIFICATIONS  FROM  SCHOOLS. 

The  Head  Teachers  notify  every  suspected  case  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  occurring  in  their  schools. 

No  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  verminous  children  has  taken  place 
during  the  year. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  88  beds  at  the  Bow  Arrow  Plospital  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever.  r£his  accommodation  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  of  the  past  year.  Cases  of  Small  Pox  are  admitted  into  the  Metro- 
politan Asylums  Board  Hospital  at  Joyce  Green. 

TUBERCULOSIS.

52  were  classed  in  a group  which  could  not  fairly  be  included  in  either  of  the  above. 

HOUSING. 

The  general  standard  of  the  working-class  housing  is  fairly  good.  There 
are,  however,  a number  of  houses  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  by  closing 
and  reconstruction  or  demolition,  but  this  work  is  held  up  by  the  post-war 
conditions  and  shortage  of  houses. 

In  the  remainder  the  defects  are  chiefly  due  to  the  holding  up  of  or 
neglect  of  periodical  repairs  during  and  since  the  War.  These  may  be  sum- 
marised as  follows  : — 

(1)  Broken  and  defective  yard  surfaces,  allowing  water  to  stand  and  preventing 

proper  cleansing. 

(2)  Defective  roofing,  rainwater  pipes,  and  gutters,  causing  dampness. 

(3)  Defective  pointing  of  outside  walls,  causing  dampness. 

(4)  Defective  internal  plaster  (Walls  and  Ceilings),  and  dirty  and  loose  papers. 

(5)  Defective  floors  and  other  woodwork. 

(6)  Broken  or  defective  grates  or  ranges. 

The  work  of  dealing  with  these  accumulated  arrears  of  defects  is  being 
dealt  .with  as  circumstances  permit. 

COUNCIL’S  HOUSING  SCHEME. 

On  the  Lowfield  Street  Site  28  houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  30  more  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future.
